Workmen on the night shift, at their 
posts directly under where the missle 
exploded, fled in terror when the explo- 
sion occurred and bits of shattered wood 
and glass were hurled in all directions. 
Foreign residents of the district, 
panic-stricken, rushed from their Jiomes 
into the streets. The report of the blast 
could be heard for blocks and attracted 
hundreds of persons to the scene. 
Although several hundred mill guards 
and police were rushed to the plant

explosion, no 
trace of the persons or persons respon- 
sible for the blast could be found. 
The tin plant is one of the largest 
concerns of its kind in the country and 
has been affected by the steel workers 
strike. 
Interest in the steel workers strike 
in the Pittsburgh district again reverts 
to the xinions fight "for free speech 
and free assemblage," which constitu- 
tional rights is being denied the work- 
ers by certain authorities, according to 
strike leaders. The question came into 
prominence again last night when, fol- 
lowing a meeting of the executive body 
of the Pittsburgh Central Labor Union, 
it was announced that the board had 
decided to call a special meeting of the 
union for Friday, October 10, to "con- 
sider action upon illegal opposition, op- 
pression and violence practiced by the 
authorities against the steel workers 
now on strike." 
The strike situation here is dead- 


locked with both employers and the 
union claiming the advantage.

John H. Patterson, President of the 


National Cash Register company, who 
has just returned from an extensive 
tour of France, England, Belgium and 
Germany, says that he found the gen- 
eial attitude of the people over there 
is to foiget the \var and get down to 
business. 
His conclusions are based 
on careful investigation of business ana1 
economic conditions in Europe. 
Dm ing his trip, Mr. Patei&on came 


in personal conttact with many of the 
most inlluential business men on the 
continent, as well as leading govein 
mental officials in the countries he 
visiited. 
He returns feeling that m 
the League of Nations lies the only 
sure foundation for woild peace and 
progress. 
Mr. Patterson's study of conditions 


in Germany is especially inteiestm 
as his> party of business executives was 
the "first, having large interests m Ger- 
many, to reach the Geiman capitol 
since the war. 
"In France, lor instance," said Mr. 
Patterson, "conditions were much bet- 
ter than we had expected to tind them. 
We natuially looked for the hornble 
results of war immediately upon our 
jirival. 
AVe h.id forgotten that after 
all only about one-third of the country 
had actually been fought over. 
"But as we passed from Havre to 
Paris, we saw the Fiench people work- 
ing in the fields harvesting the bounti 
iul 
ciops. And 
judging 
from 
the 
smoke stacks the manufacturing cen 
ters appealed to be getting back to 
noimal conditions 
"In Pans it was encouraging to see 


the people actively and cheei fully go- 
ing about their business. The stieets 
v\eie full ot hustling-crowds; the cafes 
and theateis well pationizecl. 
"During the war our hotel had been 
used as ,i hospital but at the time -we 
arrived no vestige of the hospital l 
mamcd." 
"Plow did the battle-areas appear?" 
Mr Patterson was asked 
"We spent two days visiting the de 
\astited legions about So'ssons, Chat- 
eau-Thierry and Belleau Wood " he 
said. 
"AVe saw the Fiench people re- 
turning to their destroj ed farms and 
reclaiming tho waste lands 
At many 
points they were icbuilding homes and 
other buildings 
"From what we saw throughout 
France it seems probable that this 
country win come back even quicker 
than she didd after the FiancoPius- 
sian "War. 
. 


"Of couise she has temporarily lost 
the pioducthe po-wer of her devastated 
regions but on the other hand she has 
gamed Alsace-Lojame arid will leceive 
indemnities .this time instead of being 
forced to pay them. 
"In atldition fiom a business point 


of view, France has learned much from 
Amenca. She has seen our methods ol 
lailioad 
construction 
and operation 
she has seen American 
engineering 


feats which stagger the imagination 
she has seen tho advant igo to be gam 
ed hj tho use of, modem nnchmeiv 
These things cinnot but exert a far 
leaching influence ur-on the lapicl ex 
pansioii of French mtiusti> and com 
mercc 
"We traveled fiom Pans to Berlin 
on military passes and the secretary o 
the Bei 1m Chamber of Commerce sau 
that oms was the first pai tj of Am oi- 
lcan business executives having large 
inteiests in Germany to leach the cap 
itol 
Going bj the way of Coblenz ant 


Cologne, we noted th it in both these 
cities retail business seemed to he good 
Street cars and other means of trans 
portation appeared to be noimal. 
"Nowhere in Germany did we find ai 


expressed intention to evacfe paymen 
of the indemnity 
The Germans have 


nl\\avs lespected force and thev reihxe 
tint they must abide b> the lestilt o 
the struggle. 
"Germany has been hard hit by tin 
wai 
Her railroad systems and i olhng 
stock have -depreciated greatly 
Tin 


\alue of the maik normallj woith abou 
twenty three cents, has fallen below 
four cents in American money. 
"The Geiman v.ar debt is of coursi 


>iet>cnt government seems to have the 
itiport ot the people. However the mil- 
tury party, although out ol its uni- 
'orm, is still a power not to be 'lost 
sight of Bolshevism seems to be about 
over." 
Mr. Patterson was asked what the 


Germans needed most to get back to 
orm'al conditions. 
"The ratification of the peace treaty 


first of all" he said, "and a definite 
statement ot the maximum amount of 
the indemnities she must pay. Until 
she knows this she will continue to 
>ull a long lace in order to secure the 
jest possible terms. 
'After that she' will need food of 


vshich there is still a tremendous scar- 
ity. 
Then she will need .steam coal 


for her industries, she will need raw 
material" such as wool, cotton, copper, 
oils, hides, etc., and she will need con- 
siderable ci edit. 
"Most of us think of Belgium as a 
sort ot" No-Man's-Land, but as we pass- 
thiough this sturdy little country, 
we were amazed to note the fine gi ow- 
ing crops everywhere. Throughout the 
devastated portions 
of Belgium we, 


found the same progress, being made in 
leclaimmg waste' lands and lebuildmg 
lomes as we had found in Fiance. 
"Agriculturally Belgium is almost on 


iier <feet again and although hei indus- 
tries are still in an unsettled condition, 
consideiable progress is being made in 
rebuilding mills and factoiies and in 
recovering machinery ttansported by 
the Germans. 
Much moie rapid pro- 
gress will be made as soon as Belgium 
begins to receive her indemnity pay- 
ments." 
' 
When questioned as to what single 


phase of his trip had most impressed 
iim as an American, Mr. Patterson an- 
swered: "Everywhere we ( went in Eu- 
rope we found the people basing thmr 
:iopes of the future upon Amciica. They 
feel that only with the help of this 
countr\ can their continued peace and 
prosperity be assured 


"Morally we are obliged to do all we 
cm to help Europe.get upon her feet 
and in addition, the United States has 
a selfish inteiest ih the i ehabihtation 
of all European countries because'our 
pi asperity is interlinked with theus—at 
tho bottom of all prospei it\ and civil- 
ization is Peace—and the corner stone 
is the League of Nations 
"It is not perfect—-this League of 


Nations—but it is the best wo can get, 
and we may never get e\en that if we 
continue to waste time talking about 
it 
The same combination ot mterna- 
tioml circumstances ma\ nevpr occiu 
again—with all the woild war—weary 
and the enemj whipped and starved 
with no choice but to sign 
"Not a single one of the many prom- 


inent business men, mihtaiv author! 
ties and officials we met in Em ope had 
a word to say against the Treaty and 
the League of Nations 
AVbenever the 
opportumU occuried tho\ all urged me 
to use whit influence I could when 1 
icturnod to America to hasten their 
adoption.

"If the League of Nations does noth- 


ing- else " said Mr. Patteison in con- 
clusion, "it will furnish a moral code 
for nations 
It will set up interna 
tional commandments, even were no 
military force provided to enforce its 
luhngs. 
"The piesent League of Nations is 


the only hope for discouiaging war and 
rrair'taimng peace m the lutuie. Under 
the League of Nations, war will be a 
woild wide outlaw."
